It ig difficult for us in this age, 
name of Jésus Christ to 
millions “pom millions of the wisest 
men and Women on earth stands for 
the “only tten Son of God," to 
get back to the Babe of Bethlehem 
and the boy of Nazareth and realise 
that they are the same. Yet such is 
the teaching of Scripture. Jesus in 
His babyhood, childhood, bayhood, 
young manhood was not different 
.from other children, so far as His 
actions went, He grew like a child, 
Ho was taught as a child, He learned 
obedience as a child. ' The -artists 
paint a halo round His head In His 
manger cradle, but there was no halo 
save His virgin mother's hair as sie 
held Him to her breast. The paint- 
ers put upon the canvas the Intor!or 
of the stable, and make it )umino is 
with the light that streams from 
the newborn infant's fate; but that 
is without a particle of authority. + 
The apocryphal books which have 
been written .by superstition since 
the New Testament was completed 
are full of the most fantastic and 
ridiculous tales of the miraculous 
works of the ehild Jesus. . They 
say that this strange boy made mud 
sparrows, then waved His hand over 
them, and they immediately became 
real birds and went flying away; that 
He struck His boyhood playníates 
dead and afterward raised them to 
life. Silly trash! 

Jesus as a boy did nothing re- 
markable. He just grew up like 
other boys. He ‘ate like a boy—how 
hungry boys can eat! He slept like 
a boy—how weary boys can sleep! 
He dressed like a boy—how boys can 
wear out clothes! He went to school 
like a boy—had Hia littie slate and 
stylus with which to do sums, and 
came proudly home, no doubt some 
day bringing a prize He had won for 
good scholarship. He played lke & 
boy—how  boisterously boys can 
play. I warrant you He did not sit 
ín the corner and mope on the play- 
ground. If they played ball, He could 
pend the sphere as high and as far as 
any of His playmates... If they ran a 
race He would not be the boy to 
come out behind, If they went swim- 
ming In the ‘deep hole,” He wouid 
dive as deep and stay under water as 
long as the best of them. Instead of 
being regarded with suspicion and 
erfticism by the youth of Nazareth, 
He was doubtless the most popular 
boy in the village. 

And yet while He was not what we 
moderns call a “sissy,” a recluse, an 
infant prodigy, & spollt child, an old 
head on young shoulders, thé ovi! 
thát*surrounded Him seemed never 
to téuch.Him. He never seemed to 
think it smart to utter profane Jan- 
guage. Hé had no becrét viess,. He 
gave His mothér no anxiety. - Naza- 
reth had & bad reputation. People 
looked upou ít then as a poor place 
to bring up childten, and the stigma 
has stock to it all through the ages, 
but Jesus Christ grew up there and 
never contracted a fault. 

Only once is the curtain of obscur- 
ity lifted to give a glimpse of this 
boy at twelve years of age. Then He 
was taken for the first time to Jeru- 
salem, and feasted His eyes upon the 
sighte of the.metropolis. The tem- 
ple, for every Jew, was the very hub 
of’ the world. They felt that the 
God of the universe dwelt within its 
hallowed courts. There they took the 
wonderful boy, and He.saw the glo- 
rious dimensions and beauty of His 
Father's House, 

And then the most natural thing 
in. the world, for Him, happened.

OUR. NATIONAL EXPLETIVE? 
There has recently been, in En 
Hterary journals and elsewhere, seme 
more or less academic discussion of 
the origin and significance of the c^m- 
mon expletive "Great Scott!”

DEATH ON THE RAIL. 

In the three months of July, August 
and September, 1904, 228 passengors 
lost their lives on the railroads of the 
United States by train accidents. This 
was three times the average of the | 
nine preceding quarters, The derall- 
mcats and collisions on the roads 
reached the appalling total of 2,750. 
Counting accidents due to all causes 
om the roads, such as falling off trains 
snd casualties In coupling. and. un- 
coupling.

CHANGES IN PORT OF LONDON.
